al once arose, but Wilt?, proceeded to appoint a 
temporary Sergcatit-at-arms and Clerk. Mo- 
tions were made by vaiious members, and as 
many as fifty wcie at one timo " yelling at the 
top of their voices." Order being at last ru- 
stoicd, the chairman stated that he would ticat, 


the members alike, of whatever paity or 


color. Colonel Lowell protesting against tlie 
manner of temporary organization, Wiitz re- 
minded him that, it was identical with that of 
the organisation ol 1808, in which Lowell par- 
ticipated. The nicmbcis not returned by the 
ItcUtrning Board wcie then seated by resolu- 
tion, the matter of contest for their seats being 
reserved fur tlie LcgisUtmo. The Conserva- 
tives being thus reinforced, a motion for the 
election of a permanent president was cairicd. 
A ballot being taken, Wilt/, Conservative, was 
found to h:ive received 35 votes bo 2 for Halm, 
Republican, and 1 blank.

Kriptkm;''.' Colorado, fit btist, .by', thunder.!'. 
With jmDetlliiig, of the spirit cipreaeed in lue 
quaint humor of tile westward, bound "IIoo- 
sier," I ham let out, in mid-winter,'to the most 
northern point of Lower Michigan. This De- 
cember Sunday fii]<lj*ni(! at Muskegon, on tlie 
shore of Lake Michigan. The Ojibn-ay signifi- 
cance of these Indian names, describes this lo- 
cality—Muskegon, a "mtushy river, or wet 
piairle;" Michigan, "agreat lake." But, du- 
ling tlie thirty-five or forty;jears; which "have 
elapsed since this wa? the'lionie of'tfie OjiLt- 
waj's, the place has bcen'transformed. 


The muimt'uaure, ol lumber has made, this 


"wet prairie" a lilve of industry; has lined 
tlie banks of this "marshy river" with great 
saw mills, and btiilt hero, at its entrance with 
the "great Uke," a flomlshing city. 


To say that the pioduction of lumber in this 


region is immense, will give you but a slight 
conception of its magnitude. . In tliis case, 
figures aie interesting; statistics almost stranger 
than fiction. The amount of lumber cut in 
this county, during tlie season just closed, is 
827,000,000 feet. The returns for shingles aie 
b,000,COO. I am itifounc'd by a piomiuent mil 
owner, that if there is plenty ol snow, am 
the weather otherwise f.ivoralde for logging 
Muskegon river will flout upon its wateis, nex 
spiing, at k.isl 400,000,000 feet of logs. It Ji 
said that the grand lotal for tlna county, will be 
535,000,000 feet. These, figures representing 
the number ol feet of logs "chawed tip" iu a 
single county $nefi a paitieular good county foi 
lumber either), ulll ghe an idea of tlie magni- 
tude of Michigan's lumber tiade. But lumber 
like politics, has its "oil"years," and this is one 
Tho supply is greater than the demand—in the 
language of the region, "lumber is a glut.' 
Nevertheless, 
preparations fur the anntia 


"slaughter" are unprecedented. So very pro- 
fitable has been this business, so rapidly have 
fortunes been accumulated here, and so grecilj 
h.tve become tlie "lumber piinces," that not- 
» ilbitaiidl'ig millions ol' feet of unsold Inmbci 
are now piled about the mills, the production of 
1870 will be neailya thiid more than that oi 
this year. Long since, hundreds of men, teams 
ileds, sleds, and all the equipage of a lumbci 
camp, were sent from this place to the ho.ul 
waters of'the MiiA-egon and ils tributaries: 
and for weeks,, Ihioujjh the pine woods have 
echoed tlie song of the woodman, and the 
sound of his age. Tin: result is, that millions 
of logs are now ready Ibr. hauling to the banks 
of tho streams, but— 


"Tlic snow, tlic snow, till) beautiful mow! " 


That is what the lumbermen are, I was about 
to soy, Jiiajing fur; but judging from ceifain 
forcible language 1 hear at the camps and mills, 
their faith in emphatic adjectives of the superla- 
tive degree isgieatcr than in the elllcticy of 
prayer. Indeed, when n, tree lodges, an ox 
team gets stuck, or a deer is missed, it becomes 
warm enough in the vicinity of the 55 Ivan saint 
to melt tlie aforesaid "beautiful snow." If, on 
Mich occasions, the celestial weather depart- 
ment be not otherwise engaged, it seems lo me 
that it would bo a pleasant diversion to baptise 
the camp with a gontlo ihower of "fne and 
brimstone." The most uncouth, unkempt, pro- 
fano, ignorant, rough rustic in the remotest, re- 
cesses of the Jersey pines is a polished gentle- 
man as compared «ilh a Michigan wood chop- 
per that has been six weeks in camp. Far 
the iccesses of the wood, ultcily isolated from 
all the icstrainls and leliniiig influences, of tli 
outer woild, associating only with natiues equ- 
ally low and gross, these fellows uccomcdiiiing 
their three months' sojourn, something akin to 
the \o> beasts which they spend tlieii Sunday: 
in hunting. I'eiliups the nearest approach to 
happiness this side of tlic grave is reielied by 
these men when, in the spiing, they conic down 
with a'hundicd dollais in their pockets, and 
with the other "boys uith the baik on," and 
"fullers fioiu way back," hold high carnival In 
the saloons of Muskegon. The felicity of a 
clam at high wafer has been eloquently de- 
scribed, the remorse of a Congiessmaii over his 
back pay pathetically poitrayed, but who can 
paint the sublime seieuity of a Michigan wood 
chopper in the straots ol Muskegon uith a led 
s.ish aiound his w.iist, "a clean slave,'1 and his 
trowsers stuffed into a brn.n new pair of high 
top boots? 1 can't. There will be a mission 
for another generation of these men, for mil- 
lions of acies of northern Michigan are still 
known as I'ine Lands, and aie still cnveied with 
piimcval forests. A i.iilrmd thiough the very 
heart of this wilderness has just been completed, 
and it is by this route tliat I am bound for the 
Straits of Mackinaw, which, [ am informed by 
the gentlemanly Passenger Agent, is a place de- 
lightful in summer, but in wintci, bleak, drear 
and desolate. 
.More of it when I get there.

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Tlic \iiic growers of California are yearly 
; ing moie attention to prcpjiiing laisins Ibr 


m:u'kcl, and the raisin crop of that Slate' is like- 
ly to ussiime commercial iinpoitiinct'. Soino of 
tiiobs who Imvo gone into this business hav« 
mot vvirh rcmarkalili: fcricccss. A correspon- 
dent of Hie San Francisco Bulletin writes fiom 
Yolo county tliat lie lias made tins year seven- 
teen pounds of raisins fioin a vine which at 
present prices will soil for two dollars. Having 
500 vines ro an acre, at this rate the product, of 
his \ineyaid would realise ?1,000 per acre. 
Tliis correspondent raised the piesent season 
about 100 tons of grapes from twenty-six acies 
of \incs of cliil'eient ages. Uis raisins grapes 
are .unseat, and says some of tliem actually 
meaMinxl live inches in their largest ciiciimfer- 
cnco. This \anety is tlie best grown in Cali- 
fornia for making raisins. One man can pick 
and lay out for clrj ing SCO pounds of grapes 
per day, while ho can only pick 250 pounds for 
packing in boxes fresh, as more care is TCquiied 
in picking lor the lust named purpose. A Mr, 
Driggs of Da\isulle this year made 1,750 boxes 
of raisins containing twenty-live pounds eacb, 
and lie had 400 tons of grapes lying on tlie 
ground neaily cured when the rains camo pre- 
maturely, and spoiled them all. Sir. Davis has 
forty acres of vines, and is confident that he 
would have made this j ear over S20,000 worth 
of raisin? if the rains had not coinc so much 
eailier than usual. In ordinary years in the 
climate of California vine growers can forecast 
with a near approach to certainty the beginning 
of the rainy season. 


Picsidcnt Grant's determination tliat the 


country shall not only support his brother Oi- 
vil, but likewise supply Inui with means fur cai- 
rying out thcpreposteiousspecuLitimg schemes 
for which he is somewhat noted, may yet cause 
the Administration inconvenience. It is al- 
ready known that some time ago, by order ot 
the President, the licenses of the Government 
traders located among certain Indian tribes 
were revoked in order that a monopoly of the 
business, which yields enormous profits, might 
be vested in Brother On II. Itseems tliat these 
tradeis had laid in large stocks of goods at 
great expense, wliich are now useless to them 
unless they sell them to Orvil Grant at his own 
price ; aud having some political iniluence, they 
arc making a great clamor about the juattcr. 
The Baltimore Qnzctte says that tho traders 


ill carry the case iuto Congress, and that they 


cacnot be shut out from a hearing.

dent furnishes the followlnglufurnmtlon relative 
to the stone quarry at Lumuerton : Since llio 
purchase of the John Kldiard farm by theLum- 
uerton Quany Co., they have been .stripping the 
dirt from the southern side ot'the hill, and iiith 
it ai« tilling a gulch near by. Previous to tiiis 
all the debris were taken from the front and 
carted to and dumped into the liver, where now 
is to be seen a very large embankment, extend- 
ing quite a distance into tbe stream. This 
quarry has a great advantage in being no close 
lo tlie canal, that by the use of the denlcks (of 
vi Inch tliuie aic four) large blocks of stone can 
be lifted from this bed and swung around into 
a boat. This saves all the expense of callage. 
They have, si nee their commencement, supplied 
some very extensive orders for large blocks of 
stone for the new biidges in West Philadelphia. 
For tins pmpose this quariy is well adapted, as 
dimension stone cnii betaken out in any sizes 
that may be required. The laigc blocks are 
dressed on the ground in regular sizes, and are 
numbered in readiness lo be placed in the wall. 
Since the commencement of cold weather (he 
slone cutters ha/e been neatly all discharged, 
only a few are working in the new shed where 
several stoves have been put up.

For • few yean past considerable uttcntio 


hu berni paid to the cultivation of evergrcoi 
tree* for varioui purposes. Tlioy arc employe* 
lo Ujriugout tewni, parks, cemeteries, &c., t'u 
ariuun«iiU1 purpows, for llic pleasing elluc 
produced, alto as «cresiis to protect buildings 
and especially dwellings from the cllcets o 
wind* ; tltey are also used as screens to break 
off lh» chilling blasts that would e::ppud tliel 
full force upou fruit trees. 


The effect of evergreens upon the tempera 


taraortna atmosphere is surprising. Let any 
ail* who lias never noticed the difference, pass 
from an expoacd field under the full force of a 
cold northwest wind into a cluster of pines 
hemlocks, or other evergreens, and lie wouk 
imagine that be had been set down in a cliller- 
ent climate. A similar change, though less 
marked, is CTOII felt in going from au open field 
into one that is wooded. All of this is in con- 
sequence of (he bfcaliiiiG of the force of the 
wind, and undoubtedly in the case of an ever- 
jrecn grove ftom the thickness of the foliage 
the ground is so thoroughly prot«cted that it re- 
tains a certain amount of heat which it grain 
ally gives off and so very slightly raises the tem- 
perature of the enclosed atmosphere. 
' It Is probably a dillicult matter to explain 
rery many of the phenomena of nature, .-mil in 
fact If certain results are produced and are fully 
known and can be relied upon, it makes but 
little difhrance what produces the result. It i< 
known Hint by planting the seed of corn the 
(talk and oar are produced, and yet the former 
do*» not trouble himself regarding all the causes 
that go to pi oduce this result ; so if lira shelter 
bells are a twr.eflt to fruit trees It is «f little 
practical consequence how this benefit is ef- 
fected. 


So far as tltes* have been tried they have 


been very successful. A caso of particular ap- 
plication is found in the experience of Lieuten- 
ant Governor E. II. Hyde, Vice President of 
tin ConnccticutStatcBoard of Agriculture. An 
oinhard of young pear trees was sot out and ill 
received the same treatment. At the same time 
for ornamental effect, a quantity of evergreens 
were set in a circular form enclosing some ol 
the young trees and taking otliera into the ring. 
For a few years the evergreens were cut Lack 
to give the pcai trees n chance to grow, but like 
many such enterprises, in a few years, from 
want of care the evergreens overtopped the pears 
which were left to care for themselves. 
The 


result was that upon coming to hearing, those 
trees protected and encircled as (hey were, pro- 
duced fruit of much largorsize and h'ncrquality 
than was obtained from trees of the same vari- 
ety unprotected; and while many of thobo un- 
protected were unthrifty, the others were hardy 
and vigorous, proving the great advantages de- 
rived from a suitable protect ion.

GOOD OOW8.

In these days of improvement of stock of all 


kinds, it is no uncommon occurrence to read of 
tire product of milk, or butter, or both, of the 
different breeds of animals. It. is always a 
pleasure to read cl a large product of nny kind 
that tin farmer may have, and that of tlie cows 
Is by no means the least interesting. Every- 
thing in that line has a tendency to elevate the 
farmer's profession, and t» aid in llmtdiicction, 
the yield of three cows Is given. 


Mr. F. M. North lives at East Berlin in the 


town of Berlin, and has seven acres of land ; 
this is part meadow and part pasturage. Upon 
this ha keeps three grade Jersey cows which 
were bred by himself. Having frequently read 
Iheaccounlsof the yield of cows in various 
places, lie made a test of his cows for the pur- 
p«se of determining their capacity. 


His cows calved on February 20 and 27 and 


March 7, 1874, respectively, and an exact ac- 
count of all the butter manufactured from that 
time to December 0, carefully kept, also an ac- 
count of what milk was sold besides making 
the butter, including the time up to December 
14, amounting to 790J quarts, besides milk used 
in the family varying in rmmliers from five to 
ten persons, and estimated at COO quarts, mak- 
ing in the whole ISflOJ quarts of milk sold and 
consumed; and yet from the three cows was 
made, in tire time specified, 1105 pounds of 
butter or an average of 36S} pounds of butter 
and 403 7-12 quarts of milk per cow. 


The butter Is sold directly to consumers at 


prices varying from forty to fifty cents per pound 
and the sales, deducting the amount consumed 
in the family, amounted to the sum of $42235, 
or*U0.7o per cow. Estimating the value of 
the milk sold at five cents per quart, it will 
amount to *39.51> or $10.17' per' cow, which 
with the butter, makes the value of the product 
of each cow $153.92. 
' 


They were fed in the pasture, which was usu- 


ally fed close, but did not receive any consider- 
able amount of extra feed; but when fed on 
hay were usually fed grain oousistuig ,of two 
quarts of provender made of one part oats and 
two parts corn ground together, two quarts of 
cotton seed meal, and four quarts of shorts per 
day. This makes a cood showing for grade 
Jerseys when fairly fed.
